Alien Property Custodian Nomi- 
nated by President to Succeed 
Gregory, Who Resigned.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—A. 
Mitchell Palmer of Pennsylvania to- 
day was nominated by President Wil- 
son to be Attorney-General, to suc- 
ceed Thomas W. Gregory of Texas, 
who resigned recently. Palmer is 
Alien Property Custodian. 

Palmer probably will take ofice 
March 4, the date tentatively fixed 
by Attorney-General Gregory for his 
retirement when he resigned several 
months ago to return to private prac- 
tice of law. 

The resignation of Palmer as Alien 
Property Custodian has not been an- 
nounced, and there has been no in- 
timation as to who may succeed him 
in that office. 


Palmer is a native of Stroudsburg, 
Pa., and 47 years old. He was graa- 
uated from Swarthmore College in 
1891, and two years later was aGa- 
mitted to the bar. In 1908 he was 
elected to Congress, and served thre 
terms, becoming a member of the 
Committee on Ways and Means, and 
framing the metal schedule in the 
Underwood bill. Since 1912 he has 
been a member of the Democratic 
National Committee. In 1914, run- 
ning on the Democratic ticket for the 
Senate, he was defeated by Senator 
Penrose. 

The following year he was ap- 
pointed by President Wilson a Judge 
of the United States Court of Claims, 
but declined to accept.

| JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 27.—An 
active fight on the passage of a fire 
marshal law in Missouri developed 
here today with the arrival of 
Thomas T. Fauntleroy of St. Louis, a 
‘member of the law firm of Fauntle- 
roy-Cullin-Hay, which defended the 
Busch-Gilmore-Imel arson cases in 
St. Louis. 

The bill creates a fire marshal and 
authorizes him to appoint agents, 
‘who shall investigate the causes of 
‘all fires occurring in the State and 
to examine witnesses under oath to 
determine whether Criminal laws 
against arson have been violated. 

The bill give broad inquisitional 
'powers to the fire marshal, who can 
enter any premises anc, compel the 
attendanee of witnesse} before him 
and the production of such books 
‘and papers as he desir’ s to examine.

Some of the committeemen left the 
room with the impression that the 
President was willing to accept a 
specifiCc amendment of the proposed 
constitution to guarantee mainte- 
nance of the Monroe doctrine. They 
‘| said, however, that he indicated any 
such amendment might raise issues 
of a related nature, which would 
prove so difficult of adjustment that 
‘the possibility of its adoption was 
remote. 

The President wishes, it was said, 
to avoid any amendments except of a 
general nature, as far as possible, in 
crder to prevent incumbrance of th. 
constitution. 

While discussing thé armament 
provisions of the league's Constitu- 
tion, the President was asked the 
reason for the clause referring to 
consideration being given a country’s 
geographic situation in determining 
its armed forces. He is said to have 
answered that the clause referred 
chiefly to France, whose people 
feared Germany might become strong 
some time in the future and again 
threaten invasion. In this connec- 
tion, the question was asked if the 
proviso might not also help Great 
Britain in retaining its great navy, 
and the President answered this 
might result because of the wide dis- 
tribution of the British colonies.

He, along with Mr. Taft, has been

It is a plan that represents the best 
opinion of the conference of demo- 
cratic nations.

Other countries besides our 
own will find points of amendment. 
It le hardly expected that Mr. Wilson 
will stand uncompromisingly against 
any changes in the text. If ‘he fol- 
lows the course of previous Presi- 
dents of the United States, who, be- 
sides conferring with Congress, oc- 
casionally actually took advice from 
members of Foreign Relations Com- 
mittees, conceivably the President 
will carry back to Europe some sug- | 
gestions which, when put into the)!

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Senator Reed’s Course Condemned 
Here by Speakers for Nations’ League 


ENATOR JAMES A. REED of Missouri, chief opponent of the 
League of Nations proposal, was denounced by several of the 
speakers in the two-days meeting of the mid-continent section of 


the Congress for a League of Nations. 


Missouri delegates to the gath- 
ering, at the Odeon yesterday 
afternoon, declared that Reed 
did not properly represent the 
people of this State. They shout- 
ed “No,” when the question was 
asked, whether Reed was truly 
expressing the sentiment of 
Missourians. 

At the clubwomen’s luncheon 
at Hotel Statler yesterday, 4 
resolution offered by Mrs. Frank 
P. Hays was adopted, demand- 
ing, in behalf of the women of 
various states, that the repre- 
sentatives of those states in Con- 
gress should support the league 
proposal, and in behalf of Mis- 
souri women, that Senator Reed 
vote for the ratification of the 
covenant. 

What Van Dyke Thinks. 

R. HENRY VAN DYKE, 
JD corer Minister to Holland 

and noted author, referring 
to Senator Reed in his talk at 
the Chamber of Commerce 
luncheon, said the opponents of 
the league of nations plan did 
not properly represent the peo- 
ple of Missouri or those of the 
mid-continent section. 

“Their past record,’’ he ex 
claimed, ‘“sayors of the dirty, 
nasty-smelling and slimy meth- 
ods some of them have employed 
by innuendo against this move- 
ment.”’ 

At the New England Society 
dinner Tuesday evening Dr. Van 
Dyke cast back the name ‘“‘Bol- 
shevik” at Senator Reed, who 
hed referred to supporters of the 
league of nations as “Bolshe- 
viki.” He said: “You lie under 
a mistaken impression. You are 
the Bolsheviki who say America 
can make no alliance for peace 
in the world. You are the pro- 
German, and your record proves 
lag 
In his address at the Odeon yes- 
terday afternoon Dr. Van Dyke 
said, referring to Reed: 

“How abysmal! is the ignorance 
of the remark made recently by 
a Senator that if we should en- 
ter the proposed league we 
should find ourselves the only 
democratic Power in it except 


France. Does the gentleman 
from Missouri not Know that 
Great Britain, Italy and Belgium 
are all crowned Republics? They 
are quite as democygatic in their 
spirit as this United States and 
in some places even more so. If 
the Senator does not know this it 
is high time for him to learn it.” 

Taft’s Opinion of Reed. 

ORMER PRESIDENT TAFT 
ee the Chamber of Com- 

merce luncheon yesterday 
mentioned Reed's name, which 
was hissed by a number of those 
in the room. Taft said his own 
relations with Reed had always, 
been friendly, ‘“‘because we have 
never agreed on anything.” He 
then spoke of one of the prime 
objections made by Reed, in his 
speech last Saturday, to the 
League of Nations plan. He 
said: 

“His (Reed’s) suggestion that 
we are going to get mixed up 
with Kings and that there will 
be crowns all around the room 
of the league’s executive coun- 
cil, is not up to date. The poor- 
est and lowliest profession I 
know of in Europe today is the 
profession of Kings. If any class 
is sitting on tacks, it’s the King 
class. His (Reed’s) creation of 
a dream—a lurid dream of hor- 
ror, or destruction of our free 
institutlons—is as imponderable 
and filmy as anything known in 
political history. 


“Occasionally the Senate will 
appeal to the ignorance of the 
people on the theory that the 
Kings of England, Italy and Bel- 
gium threaten the liberty of the 
United States. ‘That is an appeal 
to the people who are voting 
for Jackson. They may be very 
estimable people, but the truth 
that the power has passed to the 
people is so evident that even a 
Senator should not be blind to 
it. I think some Senators will 
have an enlightening when they 
take a vacation and return to 
their constituencies to gain re- 
newed strength and I hope, re- 
newed light, on the patriotic per-

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MR. WILSON CLARIFIES THE ISSUE.

| His reported statements lay the foundation for & 
thorough understanding of ‘the league proposals and for 
constructive deDate. 

The first question to be settled is that of the adop- 


—— | tion of general principles of international co-operation 


/to guarantee peaco upon which the league is founded. 
‘It is conceded by the President and by all the support- 
ers of the league plan that the constitution in its present 
form is tentative and is subject to amendment in points 
of doubtful meaning. Safeguards against the limita- 
tion of national powers affecting vital questions of na- 
tional defense and welfare may be clarified or expand- 
ed, according to need. 

In the main the constitution embodies the fundamental 
principles and essential policies which should govern 
any effective league to insure peace. 

Mr. Wilson frankly admits that the league may not 
prevent war. But it will minimize the danger of war 
by providing the machinery of mediation and arbitra- 
tion and by delaying hostilities. It will make the pos- 
sibilities of war remote by summoning reason into na- 
tional councils by making public the causes of friction 
and thus bringing into action the tremendous moral 
force of informed public world opinion, the judg- 
ment of the international tribunal and the economic 
powers of the nations in the league. 

There is finally the probability of combined over- 
whelming physical force against any nation which in- 
sists upon an unjust cause or upon a war of aggression. 


}of injustice and aggression. 


With these deterrent forces we do not believe any na- 
tion will insist upon an unjust cause or undertake a war 
Had they been in opera- 
tion, the late war undoubtedly would never have’ oc- 
curred. 


Of course, the effectiveness of the deterrent forces 
working against war is dependent upon the will of the 
peoples in the league and their determination to main- 
tain just peace. This will and determination will be 
strengthened by the organizing and operating of the 


league. 


On the question of the impairment of our national 
sovereignty, Mr. Wilson uses the obvious argument that 
we cannot gain something through a concert of na- 
tions without giving up something. Our sovereignty is 
not impaired because we voluntarily agree to the condi- 
tions of the league, but our freedom of action under the 
accepted limitations of the league is restricted. As Mr. 
Wilson remarked and Mr. Taft demonstrated with con- 
vincing wealth of illustration and argument, we do 
nothing more than we have done repeatedly in accepting 
arbitration of disputes and in making treaties. Every 
treaty embodies a voluntary agreement to restrict our 
freedom of action. We have repeatedly consented to 
this sort of restriction to assure peace. 

In internal domestic questions, in determining arma- 


ments and in questions of national defense we will have

REVENUE NEEDS AND THE EQUALIZEBRS. 


Circumstances, as the State Board of Equalization be- 
gins its annual session, exert a strong coercion on the 
members to abandon their stand in behalf of the tax 
dodgers and the perpetuation of grave abuses under in- 
adequate assessments that violate the spirit and letter 
of the law. ; 

The need for revenue is an inexorable condition 
against which the board will fight with difficulty. New 
subjects of taxation will be sought in vain in a field 
which the Federal revenue act, just approved, has ex- 
plored so thoroughly and utilized so exhaustively. The 
chief dependence of the State must be the general prop- 
erty tax. Reduced assessments to dodge taxation for 
State purposes may be made, by changes in the law, to 
involve equal embarrassments in a shortage of local 
tax revenue. 

One of the most encouraging facts is that, according 
to the State Tax Commission, an increasing proportion 
of local Assessors are complying with the law and mak- 
ing their assessments on the basis of approximate actual 
values. 

It is one thing for a local Assessor, sworn to a lawful 
performance of his duty, to follow the tax-dodging prece- 
dents of many years in his office when his methods are 
indorsed by the only authoritative interpreters 
of the law he knows, the State Equalizers. But 
it is quite another thing for a conscientious Assessor, 
having taken his oath of office, to follow those methods 
after they have been vigorously: denounced by another 
authoritative State board, the Tax Commission, which 
unceasingly points out their unmistakable illegality. 
This is one of the most valuable results of the Tax 
Board's efficient work. Will the equalizers, who have 
insisted that they ought not to go behind the returns to 
raise low assessments, set the judgment of local Asses- 
sors at naught and go behind the returns to lower full- 
value assessments? 

This is no time to stint Missouri In revenue. 


EAST 8ST. LOUIS’ GOOD START. 


Six members of East St. Louis’ officialdom at the time 
the inexcusable conditions preceding the great riots 
there were developing were defeated in the primaries for 
positions under the new commission form of government.

Al- | 
though Germany persisted in savage 
treatment of colonial natives longer than | 
most of the other countries, she did not | 
invent cruelty. The rubber districts of | 
Guinea, the baked plains of India, all | 
the valuable parts of Africa, not except-| 
ing the Belgian Congo, the Dutch East | 
Indies—all have stories of indiscriminate 
white barbarity to tell that makes stay- 
at-home blood run cold. 

The activities of some of our own “hell- 
roaring” Generals in the Philippines were | 
also not wholly gentle. It is, in fact, dif- | 
ficult for white men to be gentle with 
men of other and weaker races, especially 
if the latter do not fight according to} 
the white man’s code of honor. In every | 
conflict between white men and barba- | 
rians the barbarian code has been adopt- 
ed by the whites before the fighting was | 
over. Just as the native gets the worst. 
of white civilization, the white man gets. 
the worst of native civilization. He would | 
not think of cutting off workingmen’s 
hands at home for failure to do a proper. 
stint, but he did it in the Belgian Congo; | 
he would shrink from burning, shooting | 
and-indiscriminate killing in a civilized | 
cotintry, but these things have been done | 
year after year in Africa. The Germans, | 
who learned their lessons of frightfulness | 
rather in the colonies than out of books, 
produced in Belgium only a faint imita- | 
tion of the drama that white men have | 
been staging in the four quarters of the 
earth since the modern era of steensten | 
began. 

The Germans were merely worse than | 
the others, which is to say that they com- | 
mitted crimes in the twentieth century | 
which the other nations had not been | 
habitually committing since the nine-| 
teenth or even since the eighteenth. | 


Great Britain put conscience into her | 
conduct of the colonies; if she had not’ 
the British empire would have fallen to/| 
pieces in 1914. The United States tried, | 
on the whole, to deal justly and demo- 
cratically with the Filipinos. There is a 
real desire in this country to let them go 
as soon as they can maintain themselves.

We will keep our 
brother for a while, and he will then 
go out and organize a Plague of Na- 
tions to keep us off him. The Romans 
had a League of Nations. They round- 
ed up everybody they could lay hands 
upon and put them in the league. The 
Romans themselves made up a very 
small part of it. It worked for a while, 
and then the inevitable Plague of Na- 
tions came. It gave us the dark ages. 
If we have this League of Nations we 
shall have some more dark ages. The 
people in my state see that very clearly.

The bill 
passed without opposition. It is said 
that some $30,000 has been set aside 
for the park fund out of receipts of 
the Game Department since thé law 
was enacted. 

The next move came at the present 
session, when House Bill 648 and its 
counterpart in the Senate were in- 
troduced. House Bill 648 increases 
the park fund to $100,000. It does 
not. however, increase the responsi- 
bility of the Governor and the At- 
torney-Genéral in the matter of buy- 
ing the park. 

Only One Man Responsible. 

These two officials, whese. au- 
thority and consent were required by 
the first bill before any such dispo- 
sition could be made of the sports- 
men’s money, have dropped in House 
Bill 648 to the low estate of having 
no more to do than help the Game 
Commissioner make rules for the con- 
duct of the park after it is bought. 
House Bill 648 says that money may 
be taken out of the State park fund 
on warrants drawn by the State Game 
Commissioner, who is authorised to 
contract for and purchase the park, 

The assurance that three men were 
to select and buy the land is~entirely 
abandoned in the new bill. The State 
Game Commissioner ALONE can se- 
lect the park and buy it, and he has 
only to make a full report of what 
he has done to the Governor—after 
he has done it. 

House Bill 648 contemplates a li- 
cense to fish, as well as to hunt. If 
it becomes a law, it will greatly in- 
crease the receipts of the Game De- 
partment. It is conceivable that the 
park fund of $100,000 may be com- 
pleted and the park bought within 
the next two years. The entire re- 
sponsibility for taking that large 
sum out of the monéy paid to the 
State by hunters and fishermen for 
the protection and improvement of 
their sport will rest with the State 
Game Commissioner, who is a politi- 
cal protege of Frank Farris. 

The sportsmen seemingly do not 
like this prospect. The Missourj Fish 
and Game League, which hag a large 
membership in the State and is af- 
filiated with powerful sporting influ- 
ences, is reported to be taking the 
field against the measure and wil’. 
it is said, demand that the Governor 
and the Attorney-General be restored 
to their former responsibility in the 
expenditure of any money for park 
purposes from the game and fish pro- 
téction fund. 


Fishing License Favored. 
There is no opposition to the pro- 
posed fishing license. The sports- 


men want it. Nor have they any ob- 
jection to the Game Commissioner ex- 
pending all the money received from 
huntins and fishing licenses. Their 
opposition is confined to what they 
charge is a contemplated raid on the 
fund, made up by the hunters and 
fishermen for the enforcement of the 
game and fish laws and the construc- 
tion of fish hatcheries, 

Nor ig there any opposition among 
the sportsmen to a State park as 
such. They say a park might easily 
be bought within a few years with

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HIGHER PRICE SWING 
T0 NEW YORK STOCKS 


Gains Are the Rule in the Early 
Market—Bonds_ Are 
Fairly Firm. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 27. 

Overnight buying orders gave the 
stock market a firm tone at the 
opening today, following yesterday's 
advance. Trading centered largely 
in the steel shares and motors, but 
there was also fairly good buying 
of the oils and rails. Shipping shares 
were firm. 

American Car and Foundry direc- 
tors at their meeting scheduled to be 
held in the-first week of March will 
discuss the advisability of increas- 
ing the common dividend from 8 per 
cent to a 10 per cent basis. The in- 
crease might take the form of a rez- 
ular 2% per cent quarterly payment 
or 2 per cent and an extra quarterly 
payment of one-half of 1 per cent. 

The company has rolled up record- 
breaking earnings since 1915, but, on 
the other hand, has been concerva- 
tive in the distribution of war prof- 
its, retaining the major part in the 
treasury or reinvesting it in the busi- 
ness and in. securities. As a result, 
the company is well intrenched with 
cash, so if the directors decide not 
to increase the common dividend at 
the next meeting it will indicate that 
action along these lines has been de- 
ferred to a later date. 

It has long been the aim of the 
American Car and Foundry manaire- 
ment to build up a substantial reserve 
behind the common stock. The effect 
of this would be to produce a stani'- 
izing influence on the junior shares 
in lean years. As of May 1 last the 
reserve against common dividends to- 
taled $4,800,000. 

The company has had record earn- 
ings since then; consequently, ‘tinere 
has been no occasion to touch this 
reserve. At the present time this 
item is equivalent to two years di- 
vidends on the common stock. If the 
directors should see fit to add an-
